On Public Speaking 

Unemployed Audience Is 
Taught How To Address 
Meetings 

BREVITY ESSENTIAL 

Many In F a v o n r Of 

Debating Gub For 
' ■ ' ^ Jobless 

The second of a series of lectures 
for the white collar unemployed was 
given; yesterday at 415 p.m. in Strath 
cona Hall, under the auspices of the 
Department of Extra Mural Relations. 
The speaker for this series is Mr. J. 
A. Edmison, lecturer for the Depart 
ment of Extra Mural Relations, and 
the Junior Board of Trade, and the 
lectures comprise a full survey of the 
field of public speaking and debating. 

Yesterday's lecture ., dealt with thé 
introduction, arrangement", and con- 
clusion of a speech. In dealing .with 
the iritroductlon to a speech. Mr. Ed' 
mlson said that Is should be brief, and 
to the point. Hackneyed apologies and 
expressions such as, "Unaccustomed as 
I am to public speaking," should not 
be used imder any circumstances, : an^ 
the audience should not be hcibdwhik- 
ed' by pretences at uhpreparedness, 
; Slioiild ' Jnlfe Audience . 

In the time he"; takes for his intro- 
duction the speaker should also Judge 
his audience and gauge its interest in 
the subject he Is about to; talk upon, 
and then proceed to captivate , his 
listeners by using some psychological 
dodges such as telling a;6tory that will 
interest that ; type of audience and 
make- it' pay' atfetiiion.' 

. Introduotions,^ according to Mr. Ed- 
mlsim/^cari be . of sbc. different ^ kinds. 
The. formal introduction is the one 
moat comiiponly used. - It explains the 
purpose of the address, and is gener- 
ally very short.. The personal introduc- 
tion is a more intimate one. It is .used 
by most speakers who are lectUrIng,for 
.jthe second or third.- tline before ^thc

Human life, national life, itaternaUonal life: 
these aU stand lii a high-strung cquUibrium in our 
current civilization. When one of these Is violated, 
the pendulum swings free, and dlsofganization fol- 
lows In the other two. 

The events of the past wééb have well served 
to amplify this statement. We have had the oc- 
curence of an organized riot, (if such terms are not. 
conflicting), In one of tlie capitals of the worjd. 
Immediately national emotions are raised, and In- 
ternational feeling runs high and uidlgnant. We 
are referring to the attack on the Singer .Sewing 
Machine plant in Japan. Such a deed in a metro- 
jolis of a civilized nation beUes the progress of 
centuries. Emotlons iet loose m such a Olieotion 
shows that our civliiïiatlon has onlys^md to ven- 
eer the animal that lies within the body of man. 
We had thought that such events had long been 
relegated to the pages of history. 

After the evènt, what happens? We would 
have considered that it was only an accident; that 
the animal had vanquished thé man for only a 
moment. But no! More riots follow; the 
Japanese government suggeats the removal of the 
women from the American consular headquarters; 
a special guard is detailed for" protection. A Jap 
anese soldier is pitted in arms against his fellow 
citizen. . Again, this in 1933. 

Fitom the other side of the world naturally come 
objections. American newspapers scream the 
event In banner headlines in Inch-high type; 
speeches arc made in Oongrwsji^ the President sends 

an oH'iolàrijrotest to Tôkio., 

In a'peàWful .wqrld^^tto^'^^^^ have been 
patched up wlthoui; serious consequences. As It is, 
It comes In a moment of stress. Just a week be 
fore, the Senate had been debating on the question 
k the liberation of' the PhlUlpine Islands, which 
are geographicaUy located In Japan's back yard; at 
the same tune' Japan Is putting up a stiff "defen- 
sive" action a thousand miles from her shwes;^^^^^ 
statcemen are vindicating this attitude before the 
League of Nations; and the .opening session of the 
World Economic Oonferenoc ls only a, matter of a 
few months. 

Let us consider the ramifications of this seem' 
ihgly Isolated riot in Yokohopj^ on the siructiure 
of "International affairs. 

We have, first the matter of the Pblllipincs. 
These islands on the fringe of the Oriental civil 
izatlon fell into the lap of tlie 'United States about 
thirty-five years ago. There never had been a 
serlàus' considération for their ' co-ordination into 
the scheme of economic - lif^^^^h* reP"i>Wô; 
Strategically, they are very d^ïcS^^Vmalntalh. 
An American expeditionary force cciuld|no|f operate 
from there onto Asia, because of the power of Ja 
pan, and the enonnoui distance to the United 
States. They can o nlsrilwïOlÉiO ttàry Import with 
the condescension of 'JaiwWttilliwiere Is no ques- 
tion but that in a war in the Orient, Japan wiU 
most likely be pitted against the United States in 
the struggle. Economically too, these -Islands are

The next way is the argumentative 
bne, and is used by speakers who are 
jurying to reform some phase of society 
or of. a movement. In accordance' with 
this form or arrangement, the speaker 
should first bring up some glaring ex- 
amples of the evil of the existing con- 
dition; he should then proceed to 
trace It to the particular point whicli 
he wishes to reform, and after he has 
done that, he can safely , go on with 
his destructive criticism and the con- 
structive suggestions which he has in

No less an important part .of the 
address is the conclusion. i^ .^Mr. Ed- 
mison said, "a bad 6bnclusion '(iih kill 
a good speech." The conclusion shiuld 
also be brief and forceful. It can be 
effected by either summàxi^ng thé 
speech, by . quoting an appropriate 
passage, or by working the audience up 
to a dramatic climax. 'The expres- 
sions, "I thank . you," and., "I guess 
that's all I have to say," should In- 
variably be avoided. The conclusion, 
just like tbe introduction, should be 
very fluently spoken, so as to win the 
final admhration of the audience.

Under Discussion

Yesterday evening a large audience 
filled Strathcona Hall ^o hear a lec- 
ture on Technocracy. The lecture was 
by the Labor Club. The 
chief speakers were Alderman 
Schubert and Professor Marche. The 
former spoke- first and pointed out all 
the advantages of this system. While 
the latter attempted to show that it 
would not fulfil all the present day 
needs, and that it was not all the 
people expected it to be. 

Alderman Schubert claimed that 
Techonocracy Is based on scientific 
fact and ihat there is no element ,ot 
chance bi it. He pictured a perfect 
state in which society would trahi the 
individual to play a part most bene- 
ficial to society. All would be like one 
large symphony, no discordant strahis 
and no misfits. 

However, he admitted that it was 
rather like hoping for Utopia and that 
it would tend to make a robot of man. 
He illustrated his pohit by stating that 
it was the machine that caused much 
of the unemployment and ,held . out: 
politicians up to ridicule. He claimed 
^hat he was a soap box orator and 
that the. ^movement was being insti- 
tuted ta;|thei^nlted States and thkt 
its ochtre-was' ln New York. 

AÎarché States Views 
Professor Marche tended to give tho 
[opposite point of view. He stated 
that the present depression , was not 
entirely due to the machhte, but was 
very complicated and involved a num- 
ber of factors. He pointe'd S Mtjj th at 
the illustrations given by" tmrTecnb- 
cratlsts were extreme and could not 
be taken as a fair survey of conditions 
generally. While the advocates of 
thejsystem wished to substitute a unit 
"of^nérgy. for the present monetary 
units he did not see how we could 
very well pay for certain types of ser- 
vice and for intellectiial benefits. He 
said that some ...standard o*- value was - 
necessnry, and .tljat the present ors* , 
tem of currency was not perfect, biit 
that it was very good; also that there 
was a large financial and banking 
structure that could not be ignpred. 
He pplnted put tha*^ we are llyhig >n 
Montre sliairtihb t. in the St»to.^^é, , 
depressIomlSere-W'' of a dlfferentVna- ''^^^ 
ture. to that of the trouble on ttie 
other side of the Ihie .and that the 
same, cure would not always be ac- 
ceptable to both countries.
